The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The change 
to the amount of water permitted in the system brings the claims in line with the amount 
of water for which improved properties has been shown. The showing at 7% water can 
reasonably extended to 10% water; it is likely that a similar result would occur with 
water content up to 10%.
